Annual  Report  for  the  year  1940. 

The  war  has  had  some  effect  upon  the  industrial 
conditions  of  the  town, but  it  is  doubtful  what  the  ultimate 
position  will  be  after  the  proposed  changes. 

Houses  that  have  been  unoccupied  for  a 
considerable  time  are  now  being  tenanted,  A mmiber  of  these 
houses  required  reconditioning  and  the  owners  have  been 
furnished  with  schedules  of  works  which  are  required  on 
the  property. 

The  department  is  responsible  for  the  super- 
vision of  the  following  Air  Raid  Precaution  Services 
Decontamination  of  gas  contaminated  buildings , roads  and 
food, Emergency  Mortuary  and  Salvage  records.  It  was 
impossible  to  give  the  same  time  to  the  normal  duties  of 
the  department  because  of  the  additional  work  entailed  in 
the  organisation  of  these  services, nevertheless , no  work 
of  importance  was  neglected.

Specimens  requiring  examination  are  forwarded  to  the 
County  Council  Laboratory  at  Wakefield. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES;- 

The  Council  possesses  a motor  ambulance  for  the 
conveyance  of  non-inf ectious  cases  and  accidents  to  and 
from  hospital.  The  St  John  Ambulance  Association  provide 
a female  and  male  nurse  on  every  occassion .The  number  of 
cases  conveyed  in  the  ambulance  during  the  year  v/as  354# 

The  Council  may  authorise  the  use  of  the  ambulance 
for  non-residents^ within  a radius  of  70  miles, upon  payment 
of  one  shilling  per  mile  with  a minimum  of  one  pound. 

Infectious  disease  cases  are  removed  to  the  local 
hospital  by  an  obsolete  horse  drawn  vehicle. 


NURSING  IN  THE  HOME:- 

The  home  nursing  is  undertaken  by  a full  time  District 
Nurse  who  is  a servant  of  the  Bamoldswick  Hospital  Fund 
and  District  Nursing  Association.

In  March  it  was  decided  to  discontinue  using  hired 
team  labour.  One  horse  v/as  purchased  to  replace  two  hired 
horses  and  tlu?ee' new  bovered  refuse  collecting  vehicles 
were  obtained.  The  vehicles  are  a great  improvement  on  the 
old  type  of  cart  because  of  the  larger  carrying  caioacity 
and  the  elimination  of  dust  during  the  collection  of  refuse. 

One  horse  and  cart  is  used  for  the  collection  of  paper 
etc, from  the  trade  premises*  The  other  three  refuse  vehicles 
have  sliding  partitions  fitted  inside  and  carriers  on 
the  rear  so  that  salvage  may  be  kept  separate  from  other 
refuse.

T\iAO  orderlies  are  regularly  employed  on  the  sv/eeping 
of  apjproximately  7 miles  of  roads  and  streets.  The  outskirts 
of  the  district  are  swept  at  the  latter  part  of  each  week 
and  as  far  as  practicable  all  the  main  roads  and  streets 
are  sv/ept  on  Saturday.  The  additional  labour  utilised  on 
Saturday  onljr  necessitates  the  main  streets  being  swept 
early  Sunday  morning.

There  are  43  pails  and  one  tank  which  are  emptied 
each  week.  In  additi on , there  are  two  pails  v;hich  are 
situated  on  unoccupied  premises  and  are  not  in  use.
